Chicago Man Given Demonstration 


on Leaving Damascus; French 


Military Court Imposed 


Sentence on Him 


Paris, May 2o.—Charles H. Crane 


of Chicago informed The Associated 
Press tonight that he has had no in- 
timation of the reported action of a 
French military court in Syria im- 
posing on him a sentence of 20 years 
for inciting a riot. 


"The report you bring me is the 


first newb I have had of any such step 
by the military authorities of Syria," 
said Mr. Crane. 
"Since my return to 


Paris three days, ago I have been very 
cordially received by many members 
of the French senate and others high 
in the government, and there is not 
the slightest indication that any ac- 
tion has been taken or is contemplat- 
ed against me. 


"However, it would not surprise me 


if the military authorities of Syria 
were much aroused over she popular- 
ity of the United States throughout 
Syria and they might show resent^ 
ment by military action against me. 
I visited Syria for three days.during 
the first week in April for the pur- 
pose of observing what had taken 
place since I was sent there in 1318 
by President Wilson to report on the 
the situation. I confirmed this time 
the conclusions which were contained 
in my report to President Wilson. 


"It is true that a big demonstra- 


tion occurred around my automobile 
as I was leaving Damascus. 
Thou- 


sands of Syrians gathered around the 
car and sang their national anthem 
and cheered the United States. 
The 


next day there were many arersts, but 
it is not true that the French military 
authorities asked me to 
leave the 


country or threatened to arrest me.

world she Inquired, 'Is there much dan- 
ger from wolves in Vladivostok?1 


"Not only is there about as much 


danger of meeting a wolf in Vladi- 
vostok as there would be of encoun- 
tering a mountain lion in San Francis- 
co; but there are other likenesses be- 
tween these port cities, especially if 
the Vladivostok of Just before the war 
be compared with the Saa Francisco 
of its earlier, Barbary Coast days," ac- 
cording to a bulletin from Washing- 
ton (D. C.) headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic society. 


Compared to San Francisco. 


"The city of the Golden Horn is 


younger than our city of the Golden 
Gate, having beei (ounded_ in 1860. 
Had its normal development' not been 
interrupted by the war. Its hinterland 
beset by soviet forces, unsettled by 
rapid changes of government and now 
reported to be left without any be- 
cause of the attacking Chita troops, 
Vladivostok might soon have rivaled 
our own coast city in population and 
beauty.

" 'Living Is extremely dear,' said the 


Baedeker of 1012; and of the Vl«di 
vostok of 1822 it might be said with 
eaual truth that human life Is very 
cheap. The city warranted a Bret 
Harte's attention for its bizarre and 
colorful atmosphere during war times, 
but for the variety of peoples who 
made up Its transitory population it 
outdid any earlier experiences of our 
own frontier towns. Normally it has 
fewer than 50,000 people; by 1918 its 
residents numbered nearly 200,000. 
The influx was made up of human gra- 
dations between typhus victims and 
American millionaires. 


"Even in ordinary times Vladivos- 


tok Is a city of extreme contrasts, as 
might be expected of a place where 
Chinaman ucJ Russian compete, where 
East literally meets West. Alighting 
at the European-looking station, from 
one of the most luxurious trains -of any 
continent (1918 was the last year you 
could have done that) you saw trailers, 
automobiles, droshkies, carriages and 
Jlnriklshas. 
Russians, Japanese, Chi- 


nese and Koreans predominated, with 
many Europeans, occasional Americans 
and Africans.

"A tongue of hilly land thrust out 


Into a land-locked bay constitutes the 
site of 'The Mistress of the East.' The 
architecture maintains the European 
note struck by the station; which 
makes the presence of Oriental peo- 
ple, conveyances and customs all the 
more exotic. You no sooner accus- 
tomed yourself to the dreary routine 
of bazaar buying, flourishing lotteries, 
and Babel of tongues than you en- 
countered the more familiar telegraph 
office, motion picture theater, museum, 
club and university. You may dodge 
a European racing car, under an Amer- 
ican electric light, and run plump into 
a coolie burden bearer despite the 
warning cries of a Russian policeman. 


Breaks All Civic Rules. 


"Small wonder living was extremely 


dear in the old days and is an acute 
problem now, since the city subsisted 
formerly on supplies from China and 
Japan, Europe and e»en America. Its 
growth seems due to some Inexplicable 
exception that proves the rule that a 
city, to succeed, should he self-sustain- 
ing, 
interchange products with the 


country around it, be thrifty, cultivate 
civic consciousness, be well governed, 
and possess some racial, cultural, or 
patriotic unity. It owed Its commerce 
to the fact that It was the most nearly 
Ice-free port of Siberia, by which vir- 
tue it became the terminus of the 
trans-Siberian railway, and to the mil- 
itary and naval establishments main- 
tained by the government of the czar. 


"Now 
its patron government has dis- 


appeared, Its railway has been cut in- 
to units by the national entitles along 
Its course, and Bolshevism looms as an 
economic as well as a passenger bar- 
rier along the far-flung rail ribbon that 
once extended some 7,000 miles to 
Calais. 
"In the way of exports, In Its palm- 


iest doj-s, it had nothing more impor- 
tant to give the world than sea-cab- 
bage, trepang and a fungus gathered 
from decoyed wood, for all of which 
China was its principal customer.

FARM LOSS BIG 


Drop of $3,650,000,000 From 


Previous Year Is Shown. 


Agriculturist Earned Leu in 1920 


Than in Any of the Last Ten 


Yean, Survey Show*—Suffer 


Heavily. 


New York.—The American farmer, 


\vlio rose to unprecedented heights 
of prosperity in 1918 and 1919, earned 
less in 1920 than he has earned In any 
year of the last ten, if his income is 
reckoned in dollars having the same 
purchasing power as in 1913, accord- 
ing to estimates made public hy the 
national bureau of economic research 


Heckoned In actual dollars paid to 


him in 1920, the farmer's income, as 
shown by the report, was less than 
in three previous years, but was great- 
er than in the seven years from 1910 
to 1D10, inclushe. 


The figures, taken from a detailed re- 


port o£ an exhaustive nation-wide sur- 
vey, showed that the country's 6,450,- 
000 farmers in 3920 earned approxi- 
mately $7,200,000,000—a drop of $3,- 
650,000,000 from their income for the 
year before. 


The farmers, who represent about 


16 per cent of the gainfully employed, 
have received during the last decade 
a share in the total national income 
varying betw een 12 3 per cent in 1911 
and 174 in 1917 and 1918, until 1920, 
when it dropped to 109 per cent 


The final figures for the total income 


in 1920 can only be approximated, ow- 
ing to the delay in p-abl'^hing the in- 
come tax returns. 


"When these figures are translated 


Into terms of the purchasing power of 
"1913," it is again seen that 'Jie pur- 
chasing power of the farmers was at 
its lowest ebb in 1920," says the re- 
port. 


An official summary of the report 


adds: 


"It will be seen that In 1920 the 


farmers fell faster than the rest of 
those gainfully employed. They had 
further to fall. 


"What the results may have been 


in 1921 can not yet be determined, 
because, -while farmers again suffered 
heavy losses, the rest of the country 
also ran into a period of severe de- 
pression."
